Mr. Ford is'now a candidate for fhe United States Senate, 


and, 
utterly unlike most of the candidates in'this age, he is 


going to leave^his case entirely in .the hands of the people. 
This he'stated the other day "to a correspondent in Washing- 
ton, which city he visited on business with the government, 
but while there he did not mix with the politicians at all. 
His 


conduct was anything, but that of an office seeker, and he de- 
clares that he is not an office seeker.' He has been nominated 
for the Senate and is ready to serve .in (hat body if the people 
of Michigan see (it to elect him, but says he will not spend 
a dollar or make any campaign for election. 
If the people

no money himself, but if others get into the campaign and 
make expenditures in his behalf they will never be reim- 
bursed, he declares. Asked if he wanted lo be a senator from 
Michigan, he answered: "Not unless the people of the state 
want me so much that (hey will absolutely demand me, and 
show their demand for me in spile of the fact thai I do not 
make a campaign." 


Here is a new deal, widely at variance with the practices of 


the present day, 
with which all are familiar. 
It carries the 


mind back lo a lime when the ofllce sought Ihe man, 
and not 


Ihe man Ihe office. 


H is possible, however, thaf Mr. Ford is drawing the lines a 


little loo tight. While the profuse expenditure of money.and 
the manufactured hullabaloo (hat attend many'campaigns arc 
to be deplored, there are legitimate campaign expenses todhe 
meeting of which Ihere can be no reasonable objection, nor is 
it improper 'for a candidate Ionic-el the voters and express his 
convictions to them, face to face. 


The proper course seems to lie between Mr. Ford's program 


and the practice which has become so common, and in many 
cases tiresome. Over-campaigning is apt to beget indifference 
on Ihe part of the voters, and that is a bad thing. Yet it is 
only proper that the arguments in favor of any candidate 
should be properly presented, something which can be done 
without undue excitement and expense.
